I  have  the  honour  to  represent  for  your  information  and 
consideration  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  of  Tyldosley  for  the  year  I96I. 


STATISTICS 


According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  mid  year  estimate  the 
population  of  the  district  has  shovm  a  further  decrease 9  being 
169810  as  against  I7944O  'the  previous  year  and  17?  4^0  in  1959* 

During  the  year  under  review  265  births  occurredj  an  increase 
of  3  on  the  previous  year.  8  babies  were  still  born.  Relating  these 
figures  to  the  population  the  Live  Birth  Rate  is  15^ 6  an  increase  of 
0,7  on  the  previous  yearj  and  the  Still  Birth  Rate  29.3  a  decrease  of 
0.3  on  the  year  i960. 

4  babies  died  during  their  first  year  of  life  giving  an 
Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for  the  year  of  I5.I.  3  deaths  occulted 

y/ithin  the  first  y/eek  and  a  further  1  in  the  first  month. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  (from  all  causes)  is  7  more  than 
in  the  previous  yearj  being  238  and  20  more  than  in  1959  when  there 
v/ere  218  deaths.  As  in  previous  years  the  main  cause  of  death  has 
been  disease  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels.  Relating  the  number  of 
deaths  to  the  population  as  a  whole  the  Death  Rate  for  the  year  is 
16.8  greater  by  1.0  than  in  I96O. 

HEALTH  SERVICES 


The  personal  health  services  have  been  provided  in  the 
district  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council 9  through  its  Divisional 
Health  Administration  Scheme 9  as  the  Local  Health  Authority.  The 
essential  information  in  relation  to  these  services  is  given  in 
Section  B  of  this  Report.  Should  you  require  further  details  I  would 
refer  you  to  my  Annual  Report  as  Divisional  Medical  Officer. 

IHFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  outstanding  statistical  features  of  the  year  v/eres

was  notified  in  any  County  District  in  Lancashire.

Thera  was  an  outbreak  of  poliomyelitis  in  the  area  of  the  town

on  the  Atherton  boundary  v/hich  also  affected  the  Hindsford 
part  of  Atherton,  With  one  exception^  all  the  cases  'were 
pre  school  children  who  had  either  not  received  any  irmiiunisation 
or  had  only  received  two  doses.  The  infection  was  very  widespread 
in  this  part  of  the  tov/n  as  was  shown  by  the  recovery  of  the 
virus  (Typs  l)  f  rom  all  the  child  contacts  and  many  adults c  All 
the  children  made  a  recovery  but  a  man  aged  5^  years  ¥/ho  developed 
an  acute  paraplegia  died  soon  after  admission  to  hospital.  The 
virus  was  isolated  and  his  death  was  presumed  to  be  due  to 
poliomyelitis. 


SAhITAHY  GIACMSTAhChS 

The  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district  have  been  kept  under 
close  supervision.  Special  attention  has  been  paid  to  food  and  water 
supplies 5  housing  and  sanitation.

A  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  is  maintained  throughout 
the  district  by  means  of  4  side  loading  10  c«yd.  vehicles  and  refuse 
is  disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled  tipping.  Pail  closets  are 
emptied  by  gully  tank. 


Tipping  has  continued  on  the  Mount  Pleasant  site  Shakerley 
during  the  year. 


In  the  early  summer  the  refuse  tip  is  treated  with  an 
insecticide  dressing,  which  is  continued  v/eekly  throughout  the  summer 
months,  and  has  been  found  to  be  effective  in  preventing  nuisance 
from  flies  and  crickets. 


Scavenging,  gully  emptying  and  snow  removal  are  undertaken  by 
the  Surveyor’s  Department. 

The  provision  of  free  dustbins  has  continued,  and  340  bins 
were  supplied  by  the  department  during  the  financial  year. 

The  price  of  v/aste  paper  remaind  at  £7-10-0  per  ton.
